FEW ER NEW HOMES 
Both figures are under

when building permits were issued 
for $2,454,958 worth of construction 
but that figure included nearly

The

homes 
constructed fell off during the 
year. 
While 
1959 saw permits 
issued for 23 new homes, only ten 
new homes were listed on the 
permits issued in 1960 — although 
there were a large number of 
alterations and additions to houses. 
In 
1958 there were 24 homes 
building permits granted. 
Permits for work totaling less 
than $2,000 were issued last month.

sonnel and congressional re­ 
lations. 
O’Brien, 43. is resigning his 
committee job. 
In his job with the commit­ 
tee, O’Brien handled job pa­ 
tronage. 
O’Brien, whose home is at 
Springfield, Mass., is a long­ 
time political associate of Ken­ 
nedy. 
O’Brien was director of or­ 
ganization in Kennedy’s suc­ 
cessful campaign for the Sen­ 
ate in 1952 and 1958. He also 
had a key role in last year’s 
presidential campaign as na­ 
tional organizer. 
O’Brien is vice president of 
the Napolitan Associate public 
relations firm at Springfield. 


TOURIST TOTAL 
OVER MILLION 
IN LAST YEAR 


Tourist visitation to the Gettys­ 
burg Battlefield totaled 1,343.861 
during I960, according to the Na­ 
tional Park records. 
The number was the second 
highest in history. For the last 
several 
years tourist visitation 
has increased steadily, but none 
of the totals has exceeded the 1.- 
554,234 record set in 1938 when 
the observance of the 75th anni­ 
versary of the battle and the last 
reunion of the Blue and Gray 
brought great numbers of visitors 
here. 
The 1.343,861 figure for visita­ 
tion during 1960 was based on a 
new system of calculation which 
National Park officials believe is 
more accurate than the prior cal­ 
culation based entirely on guided 
trips. 
M ORE INCLUSIVE 
The figures for 1960 are based 
on guided trips, on an automatic 
counted placed across Hancock 
Ave. during the period it was 
open and prior to that across the 
avenue in the National Cemetery, 
and on an actual count made of 
bus trips to determine the number 
of buses using the battlefield in 
comparison to the number which 
employ 
guides. 
Previously 
the 
only buses counted were those 
listed by the guides. 
To determine the number of 
people visiting the ’field in com­ 
parison to the number of cars 
the National Park officials took 
the average number of visitors 
per car as shown by the guided 
tours and then multiplied that 
average by the number of cars 
shown as visiting the field by the 
automatic counter. 
The total visitation Msted In 
1959 was 872,804 based on the 
former method of calculation and 
park officials express the belief 
that had the newer system of 
tabulation been in effect during

1960 Weather 
Upset Many 
Old Records 
In Gettysburg 


Weather records tumbled in all 
directions in Gettysburg last year 
but The Gettysburg Times weath­ 
er station records show that the 
year that went into history last 
Saturday night was only a little 
less than two inches from normal 
rainfall and the average tem pera­ 
ture for the year was only 1.3 de­ 
grees off normal for the last 57 
years. 
Here are some of the records 
that were set last year; 
The most snow for any year 
in more than a quarter of a 
century. 
The second longest growing 
period for crops in more than 
a half century. 
The coldest weather in 18 
years. 
The coldest month of March 
on record since 1903. 
The coldest 
and snowiest 
December in 43 years. 
The warmest April in 15 
years.

readings for many days of the

century of weather records. 
Y E A R "COOL AND W ET " 
Last year was “cool and wet” 
and followed a

The average daily temperature 
last year in Gettysburg was 52.1 
degrees. Normal over the years 
has been shown to be 53.4 degrees, 
only 1.3 degrees above the 1960 
average. 
Rain and snow last year totaled 
42.78 inches of water and that is 
1.89 inches over the long-term 
average. 
44 INCHES OF SNOW 
Snow in 1960 totaled 46.3 inches 
making it the snowiest year since 
1924 
when

inches. It was far ahead of the 
total for recent years here: 1959.

Adams County’s jail received 438 
prisoners during the year 1960. 
Sheriff Dawson R. Miller reported 
this morning. 
The number showed an increase 
in prisoners—there were 418 re­ 
ceived during 1959. But the year 
also showed fewer prisoners in 
the jail at any one time, and a 
great decline in the number of 
days prisoners were confined to 
the jail. 
During 1960 the largest number 
of prisoners on any one day was 
32 on November ll. The lowest 
prison population on any day was 
January I when there were eight 
in the jail. That compares with 
January I of this year when there 
were 17 in the jail. 
The sheriff said prisoner-days 
ford the year totaled 6.466 and the 
average number of prisoners in 
the jail per day was 17.9. There 
were 15 women placed in the 
jail during the year. 
In 1959 the greatest population 
occurred on April 14 when 40 were 
confined and the lowest popula­ 
tion was December 28 when only 
eight were in the jail.

275 Traffic Deaths Are 
Reported Over Weekend

Traffic deaths during the long

The death ra*e mounted Sunday 
after a comparatively safe start 
of the 78-bour holiday period at 
6 p.m. Friday. The count ends at 
midnight tonight local time. 
Officials of the National Safety 
Council expressed concern over 
the rising death rate and said the 
toll was running ahead of their 
estimate and if continued at the 
sam e pace was headed for the 
record toll of 374 during last 
year’s three-day New Year's holi­ 
day period. 
NOTE FA LLIN G OFF 
However, there was a noticeable 
falling off in deaths during the 
early morning hours wher\ the 
latest count showed 257 persons 
killed in motor vehicle accidents. 


In other violent accidents, fires 
claimed 43 lives and 55 persons 
were killed in miscellaneous ac­ 
cidents. 
A week ago, for the comparable 
period for the Christmas weekend, 
there were 338 traffic deaths. 55 
fire deaths and 60 in miscella­ 
neous accidents. The final Christ­ 
mas weekend count showed 488 
traffic fatalities, 77 in fires and 
82 in miscellaneous mishaps for a 
total of 647. 
SITE FATAL W RECKS 
Tile council said traffic deaths 
for a normal weekend at this 
time of year would be 310. The 
Associated Press survey for a 78- 
hour 
non-holiday 
weekend 
last 
month showed 293 traffic fatal­ 
ities, 47 killed in fires and 76 
died in miscellaneous accidents, a 
total of 513. Council figures for 
the first ll months of 1960 showed 
an average of about 94 traffic 
deaths a day.

Adams House 
Fire Voted 
Top Local 
Story In '60 


The early morning blaze last 
January 29 at the Adams House 
and 
the 
Eberhart 
Apartments 
was voted the top local news 
story of 1960 by the members of 
the news staff of The Gettysburg 
Times. 


The fire, which made more 
than 30 persons homeless and 
called out a dozen nearby fire 
companies, was called the worst 
in Gettysburg in half a century. 
Damage was estimated variously 
at from $175,000 to over $200,000. 
The property has since been 
sold and a permit recently was 
issued for the razing of the old 
Adams House section of the build­ 
ing.

Flames, like a giant brush fire, 
were shooting out the front door 
and window of the Cowan house.

This was the description given 
by Lawrence Calloway, 60, 
a 
neighbor of James Russel Cowan, 
36, whose eight children perished 
Sunday in a predawn fire that 
swept the Negro family’s two- 
story frame dwelling, 


RUNNING AND SCREAM ING 
Calloway said he saw Fannie 
Cowan, 28. running around the 
back of the house, screaming, 
"My children are in there! Help! 
Get them out!” 
But, said Calloway, ‘‘nobody 
could get in that house.” 
The victims were Connell Fas­ 
ter, 14 Reuben Johnson, 8, and 
Frank Lee Steaple, 12, all Cowan’s 
stepsons, and all five of the 
couple’s children—James, 5, Drue- 
sella, 4, Robert, 3, Lawrence, 18 
months, and Judith, 7 months. 
"All we found were eight pitiful, 
charred bodies,” said assistant 
Fire Chief Glenn Barr. 
Mrs, Cowan

bums over half of her body and 
was reported in fair condition at 
a hospital.

WEAPON FIRES 
ATOMIC BOMB 
MAN CAN LIFT 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— The 
Army has made public a picture 
of a new battlefield weapon that 
fires 
an 
atomic 
bomb 
small 
enough to be lifted by one man. 
The bulbous bomb has four 
fins and is about the size of a 
wastepaper basket. In the picture 
it is perched at the end of a 
launching tube mounted on a 
jeep. 
The Army said the weapon, 
called the Davy Crockett, also can 
be launched from a tripod that 
can be carried by two or three 
soldiers. 
The weapon's power is secret, 
but it is understood to be some­ 
thing less than one kiloton—the 
equivalent of 1,000 tons of TNT 
The first atomic bombs had a 
power of 20 kilotons and hydrogen 
bombs can be the equivalent of 
more than 15 million tons of TNT. 
FALLOUT IS M IN IM IZ E D 
The Army said ‘‘the warhead 
packs a tremendous force yet has 
a small enough effective radius 
that troops firing it, nearby troops 
and civilian population are not en­ 
dangered by blasts. Radioactive 
fallout danger is minimized.” 
Experts said soldiers can stand 
only *wo miles from a Davy 
Crockett explosion without danger. 
Secretary of the Army Wilbur

Brucker 
said 
“the 
Davy 
Crockett dwarfs in firepower any­ 
thing we have ever known in the 
immediate area of the battle line. ” 
He said it can be carried to any 
trouble spot in the world rn a 
matter of hours.

MONTHS BUT 
USES CYCLES

NEW YORK fAP)—For most 
people, this is the beginning of 
a new year. It is a day to throw 
away old calendars and tack up 
new. 
It would be nice if the tele­ 
vision industry had such a time. 
a certain day on which it could 
sweep its decks of an old accu­ 
mulation and face the future feel­ 
ing free of ties to a past year. 
However, the television calendar 
Is a strange one, and this isn’t 
TV’s new year. 
For instance, television recog­ 
nizes—indeed is almost a slave 
to—seconds, minutes and hours. 
It breaks a day, however, into 
strange segments: there is day 
time (for women), local time and 
prime time, the last a period 
which usually starts at 7:30 p m. 
and continues until 10:30 or ll. 
It has a special period late Sun­ 
day afternoon reserved for what 
it believes is an “egghead audi­ 
ence.” 
TV HAS "C Y C L E S " 
The TV calendar ignores months 
but pays close attention to 13- 
week periods, 
called 
“cycles,” 
four of which make up a year. 
If there is such a thing as a 
TV new year, it comes after mid- 
September and continues into Oc­ 
tober. This is the time when most 
new shows make their bows, whe 
TV viewers are able to discern 
for the first time what the new 
trends and interests are. 
Then, 
13 weeks later, there 
comes a period of evaluation 
when 
some 
shows 
disappear, 
when others manage to squeak 
through for another 13 weeks— 
invariably 
with 
announcements 
that changes are in the works 
and the writing is “being strength­ 
ened.” 
"STRONG SU R V IV O R S" 
The third 13-week period be­ 
longs to the strong survivors— 
the proven shows—with a bit of 
counterpoint added by replace­ 
ments of the weak and fallen pro­ 
grams which are trying to catch 
up with the early starters. And 
the last 13 weeks, as everybody 
knows, belongs to the re-runs— 
which provide everybody with va­ 
cations, including the audience. 
Therefore, at this point in our 
human new year, it is not diffi­ 
cult to predict what is immedi­ 
ately ahead for television view­ 
ers. 
Armed with my trusty copy of 
the network schedules, I can fear­ 
lessly predict that for the next 
nine months—that brings us up 
to next September—our television 
faze will consist largely of West­ 
erns, most of which are carbons

MOVE TO GURR

WASHINGTON (AP)-The skir­ 
mishing starts today in the Senate 
and the House on moves, to curb 
the power of conservatives in the 
87th Congress that will convene 
Tuesday. 
In the Senate, a caucus of liberal 
Democrats was called to map 
strategy for a fight directed pri­ 
marily at making it easier to shut 
off filibusters against civil rights 
and other controversial bills. 
In the House, prior to a caucus 
of all Democratic members, a 
group of liberals was angling for 
the support of Speaker Sam Ray­ 
burn for action to weaken the 
Rules Committee's grip on legis­ 
lation. 
"NEW FRONTIERS" 
Sponsors (rf the moves in both 
branches of Congress contended 
they were necessary to clear the 
way for the kind of legislative pro­ 
gram urged by President-elect 
John F. Kennedy in his "new 
frontiers” campaign. 
About 40 (rf the 65 Democratic 
senator* were invited to today s 
liberal caucus in notices sent out 
by Sen*. Paul H. Douglas, D-Ill., 
Joseph S. Clark, D-Pa., and Hu­ 
bert H. Humphrey. D-Minn. 
One of their chief goals is a 
chonge in Senate rules so that fili­ 
busters can be halted by the votes 
of 51 senators, or a majority of the 
IOO members. It now takes the 
votes of two-thirds of the senators 
present and voting. 
SAME OBJECTIVES 
They also would like to bring 
about changes that would give 
them a stronger voice in policy­ 
making machinery and whittle 
away some of the power of legis­ 
lative committee chairmen, many 
(rf whom are conservative South­ 
erners. 
The liberal Democratic group in 
the House has an identical objec­ 
tive in its maneuvering against 
the powerful Rules Committee, 
which in the past has bottled up

CALLS FOR ACTION 
In its unanimous report, the 22- 
member Douglas committee called 
for the fastest possible action to 
provide food, funds, public work 
and other relief for the stricken 
areas 
The committee’s long-term pro­ 
gram for elimination of depression 
pockets is a broad-scaled blue­ 
print for encouraging new indus­ 
tries into such areas and for ex- 
paasion of those already on the 
scene. 
At the New Year’s Day news 
conference at Kennedy’s home. 
Douglas singled out two recom­ 
mendations as the most impor­ 
tant. One calls for nearly doubling 
the amount of surplus food the 
government is supplying to desti­ 
tute families.

HOLLYWOOD (AP) - Singer 
Billy Eckstine, the Negro jazz ar­ 
tist, believes just blowing a horn 
at a concert isn’t going to con­ 
vert 
the Africans 
to Western 
democracy. 
He adds: “I think the future of 
the world hinges on whether the 
new African republics go Commu­ 
nistic or Western.” 
“ In no way do I wish to dis­ 
credit the good intentions or ar­ 
tistry (rf musicions like Louie 
Armstrong who have toured Afri­ 
ca under State Department aus­ 
pices, but you’ve got to come up 
with more than ‘I dig those swing­ 
ing African cats.’ ” 
NEGOTIATING ON TOUR 
Eckstine is negotiating with the 
U. S. State Department for a tour 
to play. sing and then lecture to 
the Africans. 
“We Negroes who believe in the 
American way have got to sell 
the African people: we have got 
to tell them our plight in America, 
while far from perfect, is not 
nearly as bad as the Communists 
picture it.” 
Eckstine, college educated, be­ 
lieves the Negro, even in the 
South, is making progress that the 
most optimistic of his race would 
never have dreamed passible 25 
years ago. 
“Sure, we’ve gof those nasty sit­ 
uations in Little Rock and New’ 
Orleans but we’ve had great rays 
of hope too.” 
He cited a recent personal in­ 
cident: 
“ During the Thirties when I 
played trombone and sax for Earl 
(Fathah > Hines, we used to either 
stay in fleabag hotels or with pri­ 
vate families—or sleep in the bus 
—both North and South. 
“Now I find new Northern ho­ 
tels restricted and while travel­ 
ing 
recently 
in 
Virginia 
with 
Count Basie, we registered at the 
local Negro fleabag hotel. 
“We had barely got our hag* 
unpacked w’hen I got a call from 
the manager of the swankiest 
white hotel in the city. He said: 
Mr. Eckstine, I don’t want artists 
like you and Count Basie staying 
in such a place. I want you up 
here at my hotel.’ ” 
FAVORABLE REACTION 
Eckstine said he accepted tbs 
offer but couldn’t talk Basie into 
moving. 
“ My presence in 
the hotel 
caused no stir. I couldn’t have 
been treated better by the help 
or the other guests—all Southern­ 
ers ” 
Eckstine hopes to make his .Af­ 
rica n tour this spring and says: 
“I want to pay all expenses my­ 
self so no one can call it paid 
propaganda.” 
He says State Department re­ 
action to his offer has been fa­ 
vorable.
